LETTER FRON BICHMOND.
Special Correspogdtace of ths Mumphis Appesk]
RicuMOND, Juns 27, 1862

The great battle, 8o long and so foverishly ex-
pected, for the defunso of the capital, was be
guo yosterday anl bas been continned to-day
with great anior, and, 40 far as webave learned,
with the most signal advantage lo our cause.
Thongh there wad a conviction, amounting al-
most  to certainty on the public. mind, that the
combat would commenes on the Chickabominy
before twelve o'clock, very few civilians en-
deavored and none were permitied to enter the
lines, sod all who bad pone out to witneéss tho
shock of arms were stopped by the pickels and
eame back tha victims of pévspiration and disap-
pcintment. . For himself, yourcorrespondent did
not altémpt to enier upon the forbidden ground,
well knowing the dificulties which would at-
tond the effort, and beia, therefore, under the
necessity of giving a hurrisd secount of what
has becn accomplished #3 he gathered it from
tha lips of others, having sought his information
as much s possible from those who had returned
from the battlefield.

At anearly hoar yesterday mornuidg, Genoral
Jackson left Ashiand with & cousiderable force
for the purpose of getting belind the enéwmy,
with the intention of giving the sigoal to our
forces in front when he should be in pesition for
the combiaed atiack, but having been compelled
to muke a considerable detoar fo reach the point
of Lis destination, he did not give the sigusl at
the expacted moment, and Gen. A, P, Hill, im-
patient of the delay, sent conrierslo inform Gen.
Lee and old Stonewsll of bis immedisie pur-
pose to cross the Chickahominy. This ke did at
the Meadow Bridge, dod marching on the road
to Mechsnicsville scon encounterad and drove
back & large fores of the enemy, teking, us it is
reported. s battery of several pieces of artillery.
Upoa rescking the neighborhood of Machanics-
ville, they attacked the enemy’s works in the
rear af the same time that Gen. 1. I1. Hill's di-
vision sssailed it directly from the other side of
the river. Tlore an obstinate and bloody fight
ensued. The enemy’s position was very formid-
able, and they had strengthened it by well-con-
gtructed fortiGeations on which hoavy guns had
been mounted. For two hours a farioas can-
nonade wis maintained belweea the hostile par-
ties, whon the order was given to charge, snd
the advmnce wss made nearly simultaveously
fron; front and rear with severe loas but with en-
tire succees, the Yankees abandoning heir in-
trenchments and leaving all their picces In cur
bands. This was about half past soven in the
evening. I 'regret that as yet I have not besn
ableto wsscertain which of the infantry regi-
ments wera most conspienous for gallsotry in
the rush upon the Mechanicsville fortifications.

It was almost & desperate enterprise, for the
Federal batteries commanded the road and the
bridge for more than three-quarters of s mile,
and a kigh kill had to be surmounted afler the
opposite baunk of the Chickahominy was gained.
The first company of light artillery which
crossod the bridge, was the Purcell Battery,
commanded } by Captain Willie Pogram ; and
this excollent corps bad the further honor
of bavipg suffered most sevarely of sll the
forees engaged, haviog lost six meun killed
nud thirty-five woundod, out -of ome hundred
sud fifty. [ rejoice to render the tribute of
praise fo young Pegram, the captain of thia
company, 8 boy that has not yet completed his
tweuntieth year, who unites the purity, the med-
esty and the gentlensss of a woman to the Ermnesy
of & kero and the coolness of a veleran. llo
is the youngest brother of Col. John Pegram,
the gallant but unfortunate lender st Rich Moun.
tain, now on the slgff of Gen. I.!_-m!.'{-gard. ®a
chief of engivecrs |

Upon giviog up their guns apd earth-works
gbove the Mechanicsville Bridge, the Yankcees
foll back & short distance upon Ellsrson's Mill,
where they had formed & very strong line of de-
fenses by diverting the water from the canal
which suppliad the mill, and mounliog large field
pi#e=s behind the bank. Immediately their cap-
tured guns and all our own arliliery, which conld
be bronght to bear npon the point, wore turned
agsinst this stronghold, snd an incessant storm
of shells was launched at it till twonly minutes
past nine ¢. M, when the darkuess of the night
rendered all further efforts to redaca it, usslesa.

At daybreak this morning the eanncnade was
re-opened with tremendoun energy, snd notlopg
thereafter the mill was earried in splendid style,
and the Yankees driven down (he road in the
direction of the New Bridge. Mennwhiie, the
divisions of Longsireol and Msgrudsr had also
crosgsl the Chickshomioy, and at once joized in
the pursuit.

From morning till three o'clock the fighting
was still kept up, the enomy retreating; but
pouring a deadly fire npon our advancing ecol-
umns as they moved back. One aftor another
their intrenchments weare cardded st the
point of the bayomat, and it is worthy of
note, a5 ap illustration of the numilitary tricks
of the Yaulkee poldier, that when our brave fel-
lows amrived almost within arms leppth of the
gunners of a Federal battery, which they had
charged with the bayomet, they came diroctly upon
an invisille fence of strong frow wive, (1 say in-
visible becaunse it could not be soen st the dis-
tance of forty yards,) and while detsined for an
iogiant by this novel and unexpecled barrier,
were shot down by the Yankes infaniry posted
1o support the batlery. At three o'clock our
Lroops were reporied to bave reached aud oceu-
piad the York Hiver railroad, taking the railway
trucks convéyiog MeClellan's seige guns snd
catting off completely his commupication with
West Point.

An hour esrlier than this a considerabia forca
was sent to our extreme right, not far from the
field of the Seyen Pincs, where the battls was
expected - o mage viclently before sunset, sud
where it will probably be jeized to-morrow in
besvy masses on both sides.

As the reaults of the confliot of yesterday and
to-day thus far, we have many guns of the ane
my sud five huudred prisoness of war, the Yan-
kees lLave been driven bagk sevoral miles, and
their live of conveyance for supplics snd rein-
forcements interrupted;, and there remains with
us the prestige of two days’ brilliant success.
Tho battle, now commenced wilk such anspices
of ultimaty victory, will bs wigorously con-
tigtied, and, us we kopo and believe, términated
with the expulsion of McClallan from the soil
of Virginia. :

The caunonade was heard yesterday with the
utmpst distinctness on our streets, snd, 2e night
wore on, the boom of the guns became londer in
the dying awsy of the noise of the city. The
hills looking toward the line of the fight were
ecovered with citizens of both sex through the
long twilight of Juse, until in the gathering
darkness the flashes of the gaus could be
plainly discarned in the dusky woods, over
which the shells, burstiog prematurely at inter-
vals, bluzod like o fire-work. 1t was o thrilling
snd a siogulsr speciacle.  Delicate women,
hearing with composure the loud, incessant
roar of artillery from the balteries of a1 enemy
whose cnergies wete wholly bent asd whose
pride staked upon the reduction of Lhtir city,
children gamboliing upon the gress and wyiog
out with delight as the sudden, fififal ‘explosion
of the shelis strewed the borizon with meoteors,
and arousod all the quiet eity with its peaceful
homes ull unconsciotis of dunger.

OFPENING OF THE CREAT BATTLE,

Our city was startled Iate yestorday evening
by reports of heavy erdsance, and by one con-
sent it was universally snuouncod that the grast
baitlc bad at last opensd, and that the grestest
and mest momentous conflict of Lhe age was
fully inaugurated.

Co-operating with the movements on the
exireme right and rear of the enemy, onr gener-
eruls cromsed the Chickabomivy at two points,
viz: by the Mechanicsvills bridge sod Meadow
bridge, attacking the enomy with groat dosh and
ardor, driving in their outposts, snd ascendix
the opposite Lills, seized the batteries erecte
thereon, and fully commanding the future move-
ments of our forces in crossing the stream. In
doing this, the rapidity of movemen! was sush
that the enemy wus unprepared, aad lsst & mon-
ster battery, which has long annoyed our troops
1o the right and left of the York River railroad.

This schievement in itsalf s of incalenlable
value, and is equivalent to the saving of five
thousand lives. Gon. Bravch, we nuderstand,
led the advance down the Meadow Bridge road
with & brigade of North Carolinians, and on
crossing, were instantly reinforced by other
troops of Gen. Hill's division. The numerous
fiald-works and batieries opposed to their ad-
vance were assailed by ovr men in the coolest
sad most nonchalant style imaginable, and while
driving the hesvy masses of Federal infantry
bufore them, wara ably ssconded by our heavy
guns, which, thundering with temrifio noise,
threw large sholls thick and fast upon the ene-
my’s thosen positions and campg, thus prevent.

the swarming hordes of MeClellun's hirelings,
